TACKLE  REQUIREMENTS 

All  fish  must  be  caught  by  Rod  and  Reel. 

All  fishermen  must  comply  with  the  Oregon  or  Washington 
State  Angling  Laws. 

Each  contestant  shall  be  permitted  assistance  in  gaffing  his 
or  her  fish,  but  no  assistance  may  be  given  at  any  time 
in  handling  of  the  rod  or  line. 

Violation  of  any  rules  of  this  contest  will  eliminate  the 
violator  and  all  decisions  made  by  the  judges  in  regard 
to  violations  will  be  final. 

In  the  event  of  a  tie  in  daily  or  final  weighing,  the  winner 
shall  be  determined  by  toss  of  a  coin. 

Participants  in  Derby  must  furnish  their  own  gear. 

Boat  Rates  will  be  reasonable  and  standardized. 


DERBY  LIMITS 
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RULES  OF  DERBY 
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,j  FISHING  PLACE:  On  Columbia  River  between  Altoona,  Wash 
ington,  and  the  Columbia  River  Bar  inside  Buoy  10. 

REGISTRATION  FEES:  All  persons  participating  in  the  Derby 
must  pay  an  entry  fee  of  $2.00  good  for  the  durotion 
of  the  Derby. 

REGISTRATION  REQUIREMENTS:  Fish  must  be  caught  in 
presence  of  a  witness  who  must  accompany  angler  to 
weighing-in  station  and  who  must  also  be  registered  in 
the  Derby. 


WEIGHING-IN  PLACES:  All  fish  to  be  weighed  must  be 
brought  to  the  official  weighing-in  stations:  Astoria — 
New  mooring  basin  Foot  of  36th  street;  West  End  moor¬ 
ing  basin,  Portway;  Warrenton — Warrenton  mooring 
basin;  North  Shore — Postoffice  store,  Chinook,  Washing¬ 
ton. 


WEIGHING-IN  TIME:  Fish  must  be  presented  for  weighing 
at  any  time  between  hours  of  12:00  noon  and  7:00 
P.  M.  of  each  day  of  the  Derby. 

WEIGHING-IN  RULES:  All  fish  to  be  entered  in  Derby  must 
be  presented  and  weighed  on  the  day  cought.  Any  fish 
may  be  opened  for  inspection  by  on  Official  of  the  Derby 
after  weighing. 

USE  OF  HAND  LINES:  (Meet  Lines)  IN  ANY  CRAFT— 
EITHER  BY  BOAT  OPERATOR,  OR  CONTESTANTS, 
DISQUALIFIES  ALL  OCCUPANTS  FROM  PARTICIPATION 
IN  DERBY  PRIZES. 


The  Astoria  Regatta,  originating  in  1 898,  was  for  years  the 
most  colorful  and  famous  water  festival  in  the  northwest. 

It  has  never  been  equalled.  The  citizens  of  Astoria  joined 
en  masse  in  promotion  of  the  fesitval,  and  the  natural  advantages 
of  a  perfect  geographical  location,  fine  spirit,  and  multitudes  of 
boats  were  combined  wth  unvarying  good  weather  to  make  it  a 
tremendous  attraction. 

The  Regatta  ceased  in  1941  when  the  combination  of  a  fire 
that  destroyed  the  Regatta  pavilion  on  the  waterfront  with  all 
the  Regatta  equipment  plus  World  War  ll's  exigencies  forced  its 
cancellation. 

Lack  of  a  suitable  location  prevented  its  revival  until  this 
year,  but  citizens  dreamed  of  the  day  when  the  bright  August 
sun  would  once  more  shine  on  a  river  studded  with  white  boats 
and  a  city  turned  over  to  festivity.

There  will  be  boat  races  for  both  pleasure  and  commercial 
croft,  outboard  races,  an  outdoor  ceremony  of  crowning  of  the 
Regatta  Queen  on  beautiful  Gyro  field  againt  a  backdrop  of 
timbered  hills,  dances,  concessions  and  plenty  of  fun  for  all 
who  come.

It  is  time  ogain  to  hear  that  old  familiar  cry  of  “FISH 
ON"  echoing  ocross  the  most  famous  fish  pond  in  America, 
the  estuary  of  the  Columbia  River,  ond  you  will  want  to  be 
here  to  take  part  in  the  sport  and  fun.  Sport  Salmon  Fishing 
has  made  Astoria  famous  ond  renowned  as  THE  center  for 
this  most  popular  outdoor  recreation.  Annually  visitors  from 
every  state  and  foreign  countries  gather  here  and  gorge 
themselves  with  the  thrills  attendant  to  hooking  and  landing 
the  fabulous  Royal  Chinook  Salmon. 

Every  fall  from  late  August  to  the  middle  of  September, 
the  silver  horde  of  Royal  Chinooks  enter  the  Columbia  River 
at  Astoria  and  gathers  there  preparatory  to  its  migratory  push 
upstream.  At  that  time  all  commercial  net  fishing  is  prohibited 
on  the  river,  and  the  way  is  clear  for  the  sportsmen  to  take 
their  toll. 

The  Chinooks  are  caught  by  the  trolling  method,  which 
is  done  largely  from  commercial  fishing  boats  made  avail¬ 
able  during  the  period  by  owners  who  hire  their  services  and 
craft  for  the  benefit  of  sport  anglers.  During  the  staging  of 
the  Derby,  craft  of  every  conceivable  description,  from  float¬ 
ing  bathtubs  to  hundred  thousand  dollar  super  deluxe  cruisers, 
participate  in  the  exciting  contest.  Over  3,500  boats  have 
been  counted  on  the  river  in  a  single  day  during  the  Derby. 
The  toll  of  salmon  is  terrific.  Official  tabulations  report  always 
between  15,000  and  20,000  great  fish  are  taken  on  rod  and 
reel  each  year  during  the  sport  season.  While  the  fish  average 
25  pounds,  hefty  boys  have  tipped  the  scales  to  81  pounds. 
Chinooks  are  so  plentiful  that  small  boys  and  women  in 
many  cases  outdo  the  experienced  angler,  and  anyone  is  liable 
to  make  off  with  the  valuable  prizes  offered  by  the  Derby 
Committee. 

Boats,  including  competent  guides,  are  available  and  reser¬ 
vations  may  be  made  through  the  Astoria  Regatta  Association. 
Usually  four  are  necessary  for  eoch  boat.  Open  commercial 
boats  charge  $10  per  person  for  all  day,  and  four  persons 
are  required.  Cabin  and  sport  cruisers  charge  $50  a  day 
and  up. 

Facilities  for  canning,  icing  and  shipping  sport-caught 
salmon  are  available  at  Derby  Headquarters,  Foot  of  36th 
Street,  Astoria,  Oregon. 

If  you  haven't  fished  for  the  Royal  Chinook  in  the  Astoria 
Salmon  Derby,  on  the  Columbia  River,  brother,  you  just 
haven't  fished.
